SPURIOUS  BANK  NOTES 
| CIRCULATED  BY  PSEUDO  BANKS 

> An  article  in  the  Canadian  Banker 
Magazine  on  banking  and  bank-notes 
gives  us  a bit  of  history  of  "note 
pushing"  by  pseudo-banks  claimed  to 
be  operating  in  Canadian  centres, 
and  whose  fraudulent  notes  were  ac- 
cepted by  the  citizens  of  certain 
northern  States  during  the  period 
of  1837-39. 

In  1837  there  were  10  or  12  of 
these  spurious  banks  domiciled  in 
Montreal  and  elsewhere  in  Lower 
Canada,  now  Province  of  Quebec, 
and  a few  others  in  Upper  Canada 
now  Ontario.  These  banks  were 
operated  by  remote  control  from 
the  States  for  the  fraudulent  pur- 
pose of  issuing  worthless  Canadian 
notes.  These  notes  were  pushed  at 
places  remote  from  headquarters  and 
chiefly  in  the  United  States  where 
the  financial  crisis  of  1837  was 
followed  by  suspension  of  specie 
payments  in  May  of  that  year. 

The  issue  of  notes  by  private 
banks  being  forbidden  in  New  York 
and  other  nearby  states,  circulation 
was  scarce  and  these  Canadian  pseudo- 
notes, engraved  in  close  imitation 
of  those  of  honest  banks,  readily 
passed  from  hand  to  hand  outside 
of  Canada  and  sometimes  stayed  out 
a long  time. 

These  "banks"  had  no  real  exist- 
ence and  were  simply  groups  of 
swindlers  - mainly  from  Buffalo  - 
who  maintained  very  small  and  ob- 
scure Canadian  offices  for  the 
ostensible  purpose  of  "redeeming" 
their  bills.  If  presented  in  any 
quantity,  however,  the  "bank"  shut 
its  doors  and  the  note  pushers  con- 
tinued in  business  with  notes  bear- 
ing another  name. 

Public  meetings  were  held  in 
Montreal  protesting  against  the 
scandal  and  investigation  was  con- 
ducted in  New  York  City  but  little 
could  be  done  about  it.  While  sus- 
pension of  specie  payment  lasted, 
the  swindlers  could  apparently  op- 
erate within  the  law,  but  when 
specie  payment  was  resumed  in  both 
countries  in  1039,  the  nuisance 
ceased,  leaving  a considerable  quan- 
tity of  the  worthless  currency  in 
the  hands  of  the  final  holders  - 
chiefly  American  citizens. 

Twenty  years  later,  during  the 
period  1057-1862,  the  government 
'of  Canada  closed  five  disreputable 
"note-pushing"  banks  chartered  in 
Canada  but  managed  across  the  border} 
one  of  these  establishments  was  con- 
trolled by  a saloon-keeper  in 
Buffalo  who  circulated  the  notes  in 
Illinois,  Wisconsin  and  Kansas.  The 
government  had  been  careless  in 
granting  the  charters  to  these  banks 
in  the  first  place,  as  it  was  plain- 
ly a renewal  of  bank-note  swindling 
under  Canadian  names  that  had  pre- 
vailed during  1837-39.

(continued) 

A number  of  these  establishments 
or  their  notes  issued  by  such  banks 
of  the  earlier  period  known  to  be 
spurious  we  have  a record,  they 
were  the  Commercial  Bank  of  Brock- 
ville,  U.C.  unknown  in  Brockville; 
Commercial  Bank  of  Fort  Erie,  U'.C. 
which  bank  maintained  an  office  re- 
sembling a bank  but  did  nothing  but 
push  their  notes  in  the  United 
States?  Merchants  Bank  of  Montreal, 
Bank  of  St,  Lawrence  Lumber  Co,  * 
Malbaie,  L.C.:  Mechanics  Bank  of 
Brockfille,  Brockfille,  U.Cj  Bank 
of  Ottawa,  Montreal,  L.C:  Mechanics 
Bank  of  Montreal:  The  Oxford  Bank 
of  Boucherville,  L.C:  The  Colonial 
Bank  of  Chatham,  U.C:  Lower  Canada 
Bank,  Montreal,  and  the  Phenix  Bank 
Phillipsburg,  L.C.  adjoining  the 
State  of  Vermont,  whose  notes  were 
issued  for  circulation  in  nearby 
Vermont. 

The  bank-notes  were  fine  specie 
of  engravings  by  the  best  engravers 
of  their  day.  Like  Currier  and  Ives 
prints,  they  reflect  the  events  and 
the  life  of  the  "homespun"  period 
in  American  history.

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MILLED  AMD  REEDED  EDGES  ON  COINS 

Coins  are  reeded  on  the  edge  to 
detect  and  prevent  "shaving".  Be- 
fore reeded  edges  came  into  use, 
coins  were  "shaved"  and  the  silver 
and  gold  dust  thus  collected  sold 
as  bullion.  It  is  noted  that  cop- 
per, bronze  and  nickel  coins  are 
seldom  milled  and  reeded;  the  shav- 
ings from  these  would  not  be  worth 
the  trouble . With  silver  and  gold 
it  is  different.  Before  coins  were 
milled  they  were  hammered  out;  such 
coins  in  the  old  times,  when  put 
into  circulation,  were  clipped  and 
pared  more  and  more,  till  many  were 
not  worth  half  or  even  a third  of 
their  face  value  at  which  they 
passed.  The  cost  or  price  of  an 
article  not  only  had  to  be  settled, 
but  also  the  value  of  the  money  in 
which  it  was  to  be  paid  for.

COLONIAL  COIN  COMPETITION 

Not  long  after  the  Revolutionary 
War,  the  various  colonies  broke  out 
in  a rash  of  coin  making,  each  try- 
ing to  outdo  the  others  in  creating 
distinctive  coins.  Some  issues  of 
specie  minted  by  the  prospective 
states  stood  out  from  the  others 
due  to  their  originality,  while  many 
chose  to  copy  foreign  and  ancient 
coins.  Something  out  of  the  ordi- 
nary for  those  times  was  produced 
at  Carthage,  New  York,  by  a French- 
American  colony  of  Castorland.  The 
half  dollar  pieces  showed  a Liberty 
Head  and  a female  figure  holding  a 
cornucopia  while  waiting  for  the 
sap  from  a maple  tree  to  run  into  a 
bucket. 

Vermont  and  Connecticut  vied  with 
each  other  in  trying  to  see  which 
could  produce  the  most  disguised 
facsimiles  of  Britannias.  Vermont 
also  adopted  poor  imitations  of  the 
English  Georges,  while  Connecticut 
favored  some  vague  Roman  emperors. 
However,  Vermont  did  produce  an 
original  coin  which  was  somewhat 
different.  A plow  in  the  field  with 
the  sun  rising  behind  a mountain  in 
the  background  on  one  side,  and  an 
all  seeing  eye  in  the  center  of  a 
sun  surrounded  by  thirteen  stars 
and  rays. 

New  Hampshire  featured  a harp 
and  pine  tree  while  Massachusetts 
portrayed  an  Indian.  Interesting 
items  were  struck  off  in  New  York 
which  bore  its  coats  of  arms  and  in 
New  Jersey  (Nova  Caesarea)  a plow 
and  horse  head.

PIG  CURRENCY 

To  be  called  a swine  on  Sommers 
Island  in  l6l6  was  no  unsult  but 
rather  an  out  and  out  compliment. 

In  1609  Sir  George  Somers,  an 
English, navigator  lost  his  ship  on 
a reef  in  the  Bermudas,  and  was 
marooned  with  his  men  on  a lonely 
island  which  was  later  named  after 
him.  For  nearly  a year  the  strand- 
ed Englishmen  lived  royally  on 
pork  from  the  wild  pigs  that  roamed 
the  island. 

Seven  years  later,  in  memorable 
thanksgiving  and  gratitude  to  the 
hogs  for  saving  these  first  sett- 
lers, the  colonists  issued  their 
"base  coyne"  a brass  shilling,  six 
pence,  and  a three  pence,  coins 
with  an  image  of  a pig  on  one  side 
and  a ship  with  full  sails  on  the 
other.  -Giarence  Fink 
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
